Ohio Tax Repeal, 
King Says

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AH) — 
Statehouse o b serv ers a re 
saying the income tax repeal 
issue could be decided by 
Ohio’s labor vote, and it looks 
at this point as though the 
working man could reject the 
controversial tax. 
Ohio AFL-CIO chief Frank 
King has estimated that with 
th ree 
weeks 
rem aining 
before the voters decide the 
issue Nov. 7, about 60 per cent 
of Ohio’s labor bloc wants the 
tax repealed. 
But King says he thinks 
there’s still time to turn the 
vote in favor of the tax before 
election day. 
“ If the vote had been two 
months ago, the income tax 
would have been repealed 10 
to one,” King said. 
One problem King has in 
convincing his membership 
to reject Issue 2 is that many 
working men rem em ber that 
King 
personally 
blocked 
passage of the income tax for 
several months, claiming it 
should have been coupled 
with more taxes on business. 
King was a member of Gov. 
John J.Gilligan's Task Force 


on Tax Reform and dissen­ 
ted, along with Ray Ross of 
the United Auto Workers, 
from the Task Force’s report 
calling for a gradudated state 
income tax. 
King and 
Ross 
finally 
agreed to the compromise tax 
program that became law, 
which 
included a 
tax on 
corporation income but not 
the elimination of the direct 
use exem ption 
or 
other 
business tax “loopholes” that 
King wanted taken out. 
Here is what King is saying 
now: 
"When one of our guys says 
he doesn’t like the income tax 
and the heck with it, the 
principal arg u m e n t w e’re 
making is that Issue 2 doesn’t 
get rid of taxes—it just means 
we get some other kind of 
taxes which will for a cer­ 
tainty be worse than what 
we have now.”

For this type of colitis it is 
important to increase* the 
amount of roughage in the

calorie, low bulk foods such 
as sweets, candies, cakes and 
starchy foods. 
Other people who are told 
they have colitis have an 
overactive 
colon 
which 
causes recurrent bouts of 
diarrhea and 
som etim es 
excessive gas formation. 
These individuals have a 
somewhat different problem 
and may need a bland diet 
often containing soft foods. 


THEN THERE ARE some 
people who have colitis or 
overactive colon on the basis 
of their intolerance to certain 
foods. This includes milk. 
Some people cannot digest 
the milk sugar and it causes 
them a considerable amount 
of difficulty including gas, 
distention 
and 
related 
problems. Coffee also is an 
irritant to the colon and even 
though 
drinking 
decaf­ 
feinated products helps there 
are a reasonable number of 
people who still get irritation 
of the digestive tract from the 
oils in the coffee that impart 
its flavor. Thus, simply 
switching from regular coffee 
to a decaffeinated product 
will help some people but 
there are still others who 
must give up all forms of 
coffee. 
It is entirely true that some 
individuals will learn by 
experience that there are 
certain foods that they can’t 
tolerate and all of these, of 
course, should be avoided. 
This 
may 
mean 
taking 
vitamin pills to make sure 
that there is no vitamin 
deficiency. People who can’t 
tolerate milk will need to 
consider obtaining clacium 
supplements. 


IN 
LETTERS 
FROM 
readers I detect there is some 
confusion on the use of raw 
fruits. While they may be 
irritating to some people who 
have an overactive colon 
which is one form of colitis, 
they are helpful for in­ 
dividuals who have 
the 
constipation colitis. Raw fruit 
and even some cooked fruit, 
for example prunes, often 
help in maintaining 
good 
bowel function.

past. 
■"It happens so often,” said 
the young man whose real 
name is not used in this story, 
"prisoners are given a choice 
by their parole officers when 
they are released of either 
telling the truth or trying to 
hide it. I decided to put it 
down', regardless." 
The young man was impli­ 
cated in an armed robbery at 
age of 21 years. He received a 
10-25 year sentence and was 
sent to Lebanon Correctional 
Institute. 
“Lebanon is supposed to 
have 
the 
best 
in­ 
stitutionalized school in Ohio 
and one of the best in the 
nation,” the young man said. 
Prisoners are given 
the 
choice 
of 
vocational 
or 
acadomic training. A fellow 
inmate acfvised him: 
“Take academic, Get it 
upstairs and you can develop 
with a company. A company 
isn’t looking for guys it has to 
retrain." 
He took the advice and 
since he was a high school 
dropout in the ninth grade the 
young inmate aimed for a 
high school diploma. 
"You’re always scared," 
he said. "Because of tensions, 
te m p e r s, 
p e r so n a litie s, 
fighting breaks out over 
anything. If you wind up in 
the ‘hol$’ for five days or 
more, or flunk a subject, you

Replay Recorder Revolutionizes 
Television Coverage of Sports

NEW YORK (A P )-O n e of 


life’s eeriest feelings exists 
only in the mind of the pro 
football fan who consistently 
watches 
the 
game 
on 
television. 
Get him 
a 
free 
ticket, 
trundle him off to the stadium 
and the first thing he’ll say 
after 
a 
big 
play 
is 
“ something’snot right here.” 


There’s no instant replay. 
The fan should blame his 


unease on Ampex Corp. , 
whose replay recorder has 
revolutionized 
television 
coverage of sports in less 
than five years. 
Tonight, for example, ABC 
will use it frequently during 
the 
battle 
between 
the 
Minnesota Vikings and the 
Chicago Bears. 
Many sports fans think of 


“ instant replay as simply a 
videotape slowed to a snail’s 
pace. Wrong. The Ampex 
version is a polished metal 
disc that can record up to 30 
seconds of action: the action 
then 
is played 
back at 
variable 
speeds 
or just 
“ frozen” momentarily. 
The disc, developed by Am­ 
pex executive Charles Stein­ 
berg, originally w-as used for 
holding 
specific 
bits 
of 


computei data. 
Ampex officials sav about 
120 of their replay machines 
are now in used around the 
country by networks 
and 
local television stations. 
ABC uses 
two of 
the 
machines for its pro football 
coverage. On occasion, the 
machines show that 
the 
referee’s call apparently or 
obviously is dead wrong. 
The 
National 
Football 
League is keeping a wary eye 
on instant replay, but not 
because of possibly wrong 
calls we may see at home. It’s 
worried about the close calls 
in the stadium. 
There is talk of installing 
g’ant replay screens 
in

football stadiums 
one 
already is in use at Kansas 
City and another is in the 
preliminary stage at 
Los 
Angeles. 
The NFL is evaluating the 
idea. 
while 
restricting 
stadium replays to halftime 
and after the game 
One 
reason is that the league 
doesn’t want the replay used 
as a coaching aid during play 
But its primary concern is 
what an 
NFL spokesman 
calls “ stadium reaction.” 
This is the possibility the fans 
may tear the joint apart over 
a close call.

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GOP Believed 
In Trouble 
In Ohio 


Behind-the-scenes workers 
for the two major political 
parties 
now 
believe 
Republicans are in trouble, 
not only in the Ohio House but 
in 
the 33-member Senate, 
which up to now had been 
considered safe. 
One of the Republican Par­ 
ty's fieldmen reported back 
to 
headquarters 
that 
President Nixon’s coattails 
will have little effect in the 
Nov. 7 state vote. 
The consensus, he said, is 
that Nixon will carry Ohio by 
approximately 500,000 votes 
“ not enough 
to 
help 
anybody but Nixon.” 
Many of the professionals 
are blaming the situation not 
only on reapportionment, 
which realigned legislative 
boundaries in favor of the 
Democrats, but on the Nixon 
campaign stragety. 
Nixon has delegated most of 
his Ohio campaigning to cabi­ 
net level spokesmen w'ho ap­ 
pear briefly for pro-adminis- 
traation speeches. 
“ The President himself is 
good for 1.000 or more votes 
for a legislative candidate in 
a town such as Lim a,” the 
fieldman explained. E a rl 
Butz 
(secretary 
of 
agriculture) or his type can’t 
change a one.” 
Seventeen seats are up for 
grabs in the Senate this No­ 
vember and all 99 House 
seats are on the ballot. With 
Democratic 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan in the driver’s seat, 
retaining 
control of 
the 
legislature is of prime im­ 
portance to the GOP. 
The party is still reeling 
from its losses in 1970 — all 
statehouse offices except two. 
There is a movement among 
GOP legislators to change 
party leadership. 
As governor of Ohio, John J 
Gilligan is the Democratic 
party’s top man. But his 


influence apparently doesn’t 
extend to the Ohio Democrat, 
the party's newspaper. 
The Democrat had two pic­ 
tures of Gilligan on the front 
page last week. 
In one of them, his face was 
hidden behind a battery of 
microphones. In the other, he 
was directly behind a woman 
advisor to the McGovern- 
Shriver campaign. Only his 
tousled hair and one eyebrow 
were visible. 


A Statehouse wag has come 
up with a possible solution on 
how to handle requests that 
state office buildings be 
located in various cities 
throughout Ohio. 


Since the Statehouse annex 
is going to be torn down, the 
wit suggested it be put on 
wheels and driven to various 
cities that want a city office 
building.

And when the spot 
is lost, why the desperate 
fight to regain it? 
Whether the 
position 
is 
desired 
because 
of 
the 
assumption that the biggest is 
also the best and thus should 
deserve the customer's order 
or whether it is mainly a 
matter of pride is debatable. 
But 
big 
appears 
to 
be 
beautiful. 
U.S. 
Steel 
certainly 
treasures the label that so 
often identifies it as “ the 
nation’s 
No. 
1 
steel 
producer,” and you may be 
sure heads would roll if the 
tag were lost to Bethlehem, 
the No. 2 producer. 
In 
the 
vehicle-rental 
business, Hertz is still in the 
lead and racing hard to stay 
there. But Avis, fussing in 
second place with about 
110,000 
vehicles 
to 
Hertz’ 
155,000, has been saying 
lately that it will be No. 1. 
When, it doesn’t say. 
In food retailing, the Great 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea Com­ 
pany, the top food chain since 
records were kept, now is 
carrying on what 
smaller 
retailers claim is the most 
savage price war 
they’ve 
ever seen. 
For several years, A&P has 
been losing its share of the 
market, and its profits have 
been skimpy. Still, it didn’t go 
on a price-cutting rampage 
until Safeway Stores began 
telling people it had taken 
over the top spot. 
That claim is still open to 
dispute, but there is no 
question that Safeway sales 
were growing while A & P’s, 
until recent weeks, were 
slipping. A&P closed 
1971 
with volume of $5.48 billion; 
Safeway, with $5.36 billion. 


As the gap narrowed early 
this year, A&P furiously 
accelerated a program 
of 
converting more than 4,000 
outlets to discount status, 
fully anticipating the losses 
that 
followed. 
Since 
February, those losses total 
more than $40 million.

"A re you going to elect offi­ 
cers who will let outsiders 
take o ver?” he asked in a 
podium-pounding, arm-swing 
speech. 
His audience 
was 
some 
200 
miners, 
mostlv 


older miners and pensioners. 
Boyle is 70years old and his 
hair is turning white. But he 
still has the strength to ha­ 
rangue an audience for two 
hours without a break. His 
suits are conservative, like 
those of the older miners who 
support him, but he added 
color here with a purple shirt 
and a purple and blue tie. The 
miners road their approval of 
his stronger charges against 
his opponents, the govern­ 
ment and the coal operators. 
The Labor Department has 
ordered the union’s Journal 
to give M F D candidates 


equal space in coverage ot 
the campaign. Boyle said the 
Journal was “ illegally seized 
. . . by outsiders to print their 
scurrilous propaganda . ■ 
scurrilous scum."
